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erust: stratnin of tubules oeeupying about a tliird of tbc» pileus. íVm- 
ruginous withiií. tlieir inouths veiy small and rovered but not elosed 
with a wliite powder. Spores ferruginons, elliptie-ovoid, .00S-.001 
mm. long by .OOb-.OOT mm. broad. 

Pileus projeeting 2-4 in. with a breadth of 3-(> in. and a 
thickness at tlie base of'í-14 in.gradually thinniiig ont all rouud to 
the edge. This species is properly always animal: iliere are indeod 
stratified specimens of two or three yeai\s growtli but in all easts 
a new stratum of hymenophore is formed tor eacli animal layer of 
tubules, leaving the preeeding growths to crumble and decay. 

Growing always about the base of old stumps in an ascending 
position; I have never tbund a speciimm up >11 a loa-. L have nmt 
with the species from Dayton, 0., down the Miami Valley to Cin- 
cinnati and into Kentucky beyond Lexington. 

This is a curious member of the group of Eomentarii of Fries. 
lt kas passed heretofore for 1\ applunahis* Pers.,bnt the true <//'[)i<ut- 
atm grovvs liere abundnntly upon stumps and logs and Mr. James, 
Mi - . Meyncke and myself readily distinguish one from the other 
npon sight. lt will be seeu that it has affiuities also with P. hieidiix, 
Leys.—A. P. Morgan. 

Liictlicíl Scariolil, L.—'This plant, possessing the ha bit of the 
Compass Plant in placing its ve* tical leaves so as to point to the 
poles, at the time of the publieation of Gray’s Manual, last edition, 
was known only at Cainbridge. Mass. I 11 a short time it has reached 
the Mississippi. It is quite abundant at Dayton,Ohio. At Put-in-Bay, 
Lake Erie it has already become a pest. It is beginning to inake 
its appearance about Detroit, Midi. A few specimens (3-5) were 
observed by myself at Lincoln in Central íllincis. The above sta- 
tions I found myself. It is in the list of H, Eggert of St. Louis, 
Mo. Mr. Bebb has found it at Rockíord. 111. The latter city is so 
close to Wisconsin that the plant probably grows there or soon will 
reach that state. A friend, not a botanist, but a good observer, 
claims to have seen the plant near Eiehmond, Indiana. The gec- 
graphical distribution of Lactuca Ecarioia. therefore. west of the 
Alleghanies, would be Oliio to Mi asou vi and northirard. —Aug. F.
